To incure greater accuracy 
fa charging bosss to the ineveesed numbas of borrowers, aud fo serve students 
on ccorrezpoweoce,; aévlt education, and extension clasnes, a Gaylord 
Chacging Machine was logtalled,. Studonts were reguired to use identification 


numbers instead of names. . This sygtem is still in use at the present tine.

Trae foilouirg year, $950, an entirely new field for resasrch in 
current arents was provided by the iatzoduction of microfilms, also a loan 
service of radios to classes wlusning to Listen in ou current events. 


Ta 1944 Mre, Laura Chiids, teacher of biology in the Bloomington High 
Scheel sad critic teaches cf Indiana University, donated 3000 voilwaes to the 
Library. The books wese marked "Child's Memoríal Library“ from a beohpiate 
desigued by the T BDepsrtmeunc of the College. A fund was received for the 
purchase of new books to supplement the collection. 


The xirst week of January, 1944, the “Education Matexials Roc: was 
fermaily opened ou the secoud floor of the Library. Miss Nelie McCalla was 
put £n charge ef this aeu division. This roca, known as tho "Teaching Materials 
Room" coatained speccbes, plays, language teaching aids, alides, audio-visual 
matevi2l, pamphlets and records. 


Arrii, 1959 was proclaimed Indiana Library Week, The Library now 
contained 153,900 volumes, subscribed to 285 periodicals and was a limite: 
depository tec Goverment Subiieations. Coliections in the Teaching Materials ~ 
division continued te grow and ceurses in the training of school Librarians 
were popular.
